Woo made a significant admission
before he left the stand.

He sald that he had been diu;i-un-.

tled because he was not getting more
than $60 a month, while other men, of
shorter service: on the force, were
getting more.

The hearing brought in several sto-
ries of meetings at odd hours of the
day or night and in odd places—the
Alakea wharf or .somebody's reom—
where those e in ferreting out
the “evidence” against McDuffle and
Kellett met to whisper the develop-
ments..

Believed Ring Stolen.

Wednesday afterncon, with Woo on
the stand, Peters cleared up the mat-
ter of the ring. He said:

“We freelv admit that Kellett wore

this ring. We have never attempted
to deny it. AMr. Smmth knows that as
soon ae I knew of this ring I directed
Rellett to put it back in the safe. 1
told him that it wasg ethically wrong
to wear it. What we want to show
here is that Kellett had reasonable
grounds to believe that Choy stole the
ring. We expect to establish beyond
reasonable dcubt that this man Choy
lived by his thefts and has lived in
that way for vears. | don’t helieve
for a second his statement that he
bought this ring one day at high nodh
from a soldier at Aala park, that he
heard the whistles biow and looked
at his waich as he handed the soldier
$9 in payment for the ring.
. “When he told Kellett that story,
| Kellett called him a liar, and re-
fused to give him back the ring feel
ing reasonably sure that it was stolem:
It was his duty, in such a case, to
keep the ring and make an effort to
locste the real owner.

“We are now trying to show that
this man is a thief, has been a thief
for a long time and has served in
prison a few times because of his
thefts.

“Kellett took the ring from him, and
{admits that he wore it for awhile, If
the commission is going to see a man
discharged for a thing of that kind,
{a thing known to McDuffie and re
ported to the reporter, Mackaye, a
thing which at most is an ethical
,wrong, then the commission may just
as well act now. We are%not trying
to conceal anything.”

The cross-examination of Woo with
his direct examination ‘occupied the
entire afternoon Wednesday.
